Denial Is ISURRENDER OR BOMBARDMENT OF MADRID Grandi Claims Russia

An unequivocal denial was given 
yesterday afternoon by the Rev. 
Father Luis Sarsola, Spanish priest, 
to the statement of Rev. Peter 
Duffy in New York on Monday 
night, that, he is a vertual prisoner 
of the other members of the Span¬ 
ish party now touring Canada and 
the TTnlted States in the interests 
of the Madrid Government. “It 
isn’t true, absolutely” Father Sar¬ 
sola said through an interpreter. 
"I am here of my own free will 
and at the request of the Spanish 
Government.” He also denied a 
report that he is an apostate priest. 
Father Sarsola has lived in houses 
of study of the Franciscan order, 
dedicating his life to religion and 
at the outbreak of the Spanish Re¬ 
bellion was preparing to write the 
history of the Spanish Colonization 
in America, after spendipg thir¬ 
teen years gathering materials, 25,- 
000 photographs and other infor- 
r.iation to be included in the vol¬ 
ume. 

“I have come here with my two 
colleagues, sent by the Govern¬ 
ment of Spain to explain the real 
situation In our country” Father 
Sarsola said, his message being in- 
terprqtated t)y Senora Isabel de 
Palencla th^ qnly member of the 
trio who spoke English. "Ihe Gov¬ 
ernment thinks the wqrd of a cit¬ 
izen, who is a Catholic' and knows 
his country, is of great morttt value 
to dissipate the false nev 
minated by the rebels. I am here 
following the dictates of my owt! 
conscience, ip obedience to the le¬ 
gal government of Spain and be¬ 
cause of my affection for my own 
country.” 

"I do not represent anybody but 
the Government,” Father Sarsola 
continued,” and the majority of the 
people of Spain are behind the pre¬ 
sent Government, which has a 
Catholic Cabinet Minister. I de¬ 
clare with all sincerity I am proud 
of this spiritual embassy because 
I believe in this way I serve my 
religion and my country. 

Senora de Palencia, Spanish en¬ 
voy to Sweden, mother of a 26- 
year-old son who is a doctor at 
the front” and a daughter now 
staying at the Spanish Embassy 
in Washington, spoke at great 
length on the events leading up 
to the rebellion in Spain, declaring 
that it is not a religious war, but 
a struggle between democracy and 
autocracy under the name of Fas¬ 
cism. “The Spanish Government 
has the overwhelming support of 
the vast majority of Roman Cath¬ 
olic clergy in the country” said 
Senora de Palencia. The Govern¬ 
ment, she said, had snut down the 
churches to save their treasures 
from the plundc.ous hands of paid 
agents who were tryingf to discre¬ 
dit the Government of Spain.” She 
said the Government was merely 
giving effect to a measure obtained 
from the Vatican when it was 
agreed that religious orders should 
be limited to a certain number. 

“When the Republic was formed 
it brought a division of church and 
state, a difference recognized in 
any democratic coimtry,” . 'Senora 
de Palencia said’.

Molllson, Intending to fly at 15,- 
000 feet altitude, figured he could 
reach Harbor Grace with his ini¬ 
tial load of 420 gallons of gasoline 
in 5% hours. His plane, a speedy 
Bellanca moi-yplane powered with 
700 h.p. motor, has a cruising 
speed of about 250 miles an hour. 

It is a single cockpit with a slid¬ 
ing hood to convert it into a closed 
type, and is painted blue and or¬ 
ange. 

Mollison will navigate, he said, 
only with a gyroscope compass and 
ti artificial horizan.

ILLESCAS, Spain, Oct. 27.—(CP- 
Havas)—With an array of tanks, 
planes and heavy artillery massed 
for his final offensive against Mad¬ 
rid, General Francisco Franco to¬ 
day was reported preparing an ulti¬ 
matum demanding the capital’s 
surrender within 48 hours. 

'The insurgent radio station at 
La Corunna said the ultimatum 
would be dropped on the capital by 
airplanes today. If leftist author¬ 
ities refused to surrender, a Fascist 
general would order an immediate 
land and air bombardment of the 
capital. 

Insurgent leaders said Franco 
would -use his colonial forces in his 
final offensive against the capital 
as he was afraid his white troops 
might stage a massacre as a repri¬ 
sal for the execution of thousands 
of Rightists by govenunent firing 
squads.

NEAR COLLAPSE 

Portugal, Russia may 
withdraw from the 
London sessions. 

LONDON, Oct. 28. — (AP) 
Italy, denouncing Soviet Russia for 
20 alleged new vioUations of tire 
"hands-off-Spain” agreement, to¬ 
day demanded an investigation to 
establish the facts. 

Dino Grandi, Italian ambassador 
to London, made the charges and 
demands to the Earl of Plymouth, 
chairman of the committee, as it 
w ent into session this afternoon. 

Dates and details of the alleged 
Russian violations were included 
in the Grandi protest, and he asked 
the Soviet be called upon for an 
immediate explanation. 

Double Walkout Feared 

A sub-committee of the interiia- 
tional “hands-off-Spain” body met 
at the Foreign Office today, facing 
the possibility of a double walkout. 

The questions uppermost in the 
minds of committee members, who 
arranged to hold a full session of 
the group this afternoon, was whe¬ 
ther Soviet Russia, Portugal, or 
both, would quit the non-interven¬ 
tion neutrality agreement. 

Portugal last night served notice 
on the committee she may with¬ 
draw any moment. She contended

MINAL NEURALGIA TIC 
DOLOREUX 

One of the earliest surgical opera¬ 
tions it was my privilege (or severe 
duty) to watch was for the relief of 
that terrible pain in the side of the 
face and head called trigeminal 
neuralgia (tic doloreux). The pain 
over the whole side of the face is so 
terrible that at that time surgery 
only was the cure in the severe 
oases. Tto-day while surgery Is still 
used In the very severe dr major 
cases of this neuralgia other 
thods are fortunately available 
which give relief to many cases. 

Dr. Joseph C. Yaskln, University 
of Pennsylvania, in compiling rec¬ 
ords of cases helped by other than 
surgical methods says, “Dr. O. Dyes, 
Germany, treated 20 cases of true 
trigeminal neuraglia with the use of 
the deep X-ray. In only 3 case.? was 
there no faaorable result. In the 
other cases the attacks were stop¬ 
ped the shortest for 3 1-2 months, 
and in 1 case for as long as 11 years. 
In 12 the results may be termed 
lasting; in 5 Incomplete. In 7 pati¬ 
ents a single radiation or a series 
extending over several days was 
sufficient to lessen the attacks. In 
9 patients, who had neuralgia long¬ 
er, lasting Improvement was ob¬ 
tained only by repeating the series 
of treatments after Intervals of a 
few weeks or months. The method 
is worth while and should be tried 
before undergoing surgery.’ ’ 

In the Journal of Medicine Dr. 
J .A. Caldwell reports that what is 
known as the Moyer or Castor Oil 
treatment has benefitted some cas¬ 
es of trigeminal neuralgia. The me¬ 
thod is as follows: 1 or mors ounc¬ 
es of castor oil is administered 3 
times a day for several days in suc¬ 
cession until the pain is relieved 
or the treatment is judged to have 
failed. 

Dr. Caldwell states that he has 
had several remarkable cases where 
the pain stopped after this treat¬ 
ment. In one very severe case where 
all three branches of the nerve were 
giving pain (patient about to under¬ 
go operation) the castor oil treat¬ 
ment stopped the pain in 4 days 
and it did not return for 4 years. 
When the castor oil was tried again 
It failed to help and an alcohol in¬ 
jection into the nerve was necessary 
to stop the pain. 

“Some patients are not helped." 
Dr. CJaldwell does not continue a 
trial of the castor oil treatment be¬ 
yond 1 week. He reports that other 
cathartics do not have the .same ef¬ 
fect as the castor oil. 

The point then is that while sur¬ 
gery may be the “last resort” in 
trigeminal neuralgia, the deep X- 
ray, and the castor oil methods of 
Ircatment are very much worth try-

TORONTO, Oct, 28. — (CP) — 
Charles Vance Millar had no choice 
in timing his departure of this life 
for Dec. 31. 1926, but he there atart- 
than to end around Hallowe’en 
ed a 10-year child-bearing mara- 
celebrations next Saturday ■ nlghl 
with prospects of a more bewitched 
finish than the most fanatical Druid 
of primitive Hallowe’en evei 
dreamed of. 

There seems little doubt the hob' 
goblins and the imps of disputed 
title to the bachelor lawyer’s $500.- 
000 baby sweepstakes (plus prob¬ 
ably $275,000 earned increment 
will haut the interested families 
long after the finish of the race. 
Mrs. Martin.Kenny, claiming to be 
the mother of 12 during the 10 
years, gives expression to optimism 
more than the other eight serious 
entrants. 

But even Mrs. Kenny, 34, French- 
Canadian and with an infectious 
laugh, looks for an argument about 
it. “I’m the winner and I’m " 
going to split with anybody; E 
of these women want me to.” She 
reads cards and they tell her she i 
sure to take the big prize Oct. 31. 

There’s Mrs. Joseph Bagnato, 44, 
with nine children in the running 
and another expected In good 
time for the gong. As a court in¬ 
terpreter she saw lawyers every 
day and naturally feels well up on 
her case. In her opinon only eight 
of Mrs. Kenny’s children qualify. 
The other four, she says, were not 
registered under the Vital Statis¬ 
tics Act, as definitely demanded in 
the Millar will. 


Quits Office 



Mrs. Kenny laughed this off. 
“Everything is going to be all 
right,” declared the plump brun¬ 
ette last week as she went window- 
shopping with the Millar thou¬ 
sands. In confident faith she plans 
a mausoleum to the memory of the 
world’s greatest prize-giver for 
prolific mothers. 

Look for Surprises 

Three other mothers with 10 
babies each, two 'with nine and two 
with eight, complete the pack com¬ 
ing up the homestretch. But they 
are not saying much. Two of these 
were “dark horses” up till a few 
weeks ago and there are folk who 
predict this Hallowe’en will bring 
forth another ghost or two in the 
material form of Toronto mothers 
with more qualified offspring than 
any of those now listed. Post entries 
are perfectly regular ' in this race. 

Many motives have been escrib¬ 
ed to the bachelor lawyer in leav¬ 
ing the residue of his million-dol- 
lar estate to the Toronto mother 
having the greatest number of 
children, bom within 10 years of his 
death and registered imder the 
Vital Statistics Act. “He was an 
indefatigable poseur; he wanted to 
be talked about,” said one writer. 
“He has had his macabre wish; he 
has made the most famous of Can¬ 
adian wills of modem times, a legal 
document that may be unique.” 

But some have suggested another 
motive. He was a lawyer whto lov¬ 
ed litigation, they say. He “ad a 
vision of great battles In the courts 
to interpret his will. “Uncommon 
and capricious” he said himself as 
he saw the nation’s judiciary and 
men “learned in the law” trying to 
read his whimsical mind as express¬ 
ed In the last testament. Nobody 
who knew Charlie Millar and his 
vagaries have any idea he intended 
to change the will before he died. 
His jokes, no matter how impracti¬ 
cal, were always premeditated. His 
spirit will revel in a long orgy of 
legal quibbling over his last earth¬ 
ly humoresque. 

Where there’s a will there’s a 
chance for a lawsuit. The old say¬ 
ing is truism multiplied in relation 
to the eccentric document of Law¬ 
yer Millar, sportsman and share¬ 


holder in a dozen breweries, distil¬ 
leries and racetracks. His friends 
were mostly of his own' calling in 
the law but few pretended to really 
understand him. 


In 1932 the Ontario government 
made a serious attempt to escheat 
the residue of the Millar estate— 
the part of it bequeathed to the 
city’s most outstanding demonstrant 
of anti-race-suicide. A bill that 
would have turned the half-lmiUloK 
over to “the King” to wit, the pub¬ 
lic treasury of Ontario, was actu¬ 
ally before the Legislature. 

The measure couldn’t pass and 
the government, eventually with¬ 
drew it. Never was there such a 
representative public cry for "a 
sporting chance” for a sporting be¬ 
quest. Clergymen and business 
men of all classes joined with race 


track presidents in the chorus 
against “confiscation” and so on. 
“Let the race go on and give the 
stork a fair show” won the day. 

Government spokesmen warned 
at the time “costly litigation must 
inevitably ensue.” That was near¬ 
ly five years ago. 

Months before the finish of the 
race it was announced some of the 
contestants had, consulted their 
solicitors.

IF MILLAR WANTED NUMBERS WHY 
NOT LEAVE IT TO RABBITS? 

Undoubtedly the provincial government 
would like to do something definite about the 
will of the late Charles Vance Millar, who left 
half a million dollars to the Toronto mother 
who had most children in the ten year period 
following his death. The result has been, as 
many agree with Premier Hepburn, “the 
most revolting, disgusting exhibition ever put 
on in a civilized country.” 

Yet it is a ticklish thing to break a man’s 
will, if that man is known to have been of 
sound mind when it was drawn up. Whether 
a confirmed practical joker, as was the late 
Mr. Millar, is absolutely sane, is another 
question. Complications have arisen because 
some of the births in the past decade cannot 
be certified and probably some sort of govern¬ 
mental supervision of the whole affair may 
be necessary to prevent the dissipation of the 
whole half million dollars in legal fees. If 
Mr. Millar was so fond of numbers, why 
didn’t he leave his money for the propaga¬ 
tion of rabbits? 


VOTING MUCH MORE COMPLEX 
IN THE UNITED STATES 

Voting in Canada is a relatively simple 
affair. There are candidates in all constituen¬ 
cies, representing the various parties. When 
the votes are counted, it is found that certain 
men have been elected. If the Liberals, as a 
result, have the most members (as at present) 
then the Liberal leader becomes premier and 
head of the government. It is otherwise in the 
United States. 

On Tuesday next electors all over the 
United States will go to the polls and mark 
their ballots for “electors” or candidates for the 
electoral college, there being as many “elec¬ 
tors” as congressmen from each state. Thus 
New York State has forty-seven electors while 
several states, such as Arizona, Nevada, New 
Mexico and Wyoming have only three apiece. 
The electoral college consists of 431 citizens. 
After the election, these electors meet, in their 
own state capitals, there to cast their votes then 
to send the certificates to Washington, where 
they are counted in the presence of the Sen¬ 
ate and House of Representatives. 

If.no candidate has secured a clear major¬ 
ity, the choice of a president and vice-presi¬ 
dent devolves on the House of Representatives, 
which has performed that function twice in 
United States history. Actually, of course, the 
result will be known as soon as the votes are 
counted. There is a movement on foot to have 
citizens vote directly for president and vice- 
president and that may come, when each voter 
would vote for Roosevelt, Landon or any of 
the others. 


NOT LIKELY IS IT THAT MAX 
WILL BE INVITED AGAIN 

Sports writers in New York city are 
critical of Premier Hepburn for his remarks 
about Max Baer after a recent boxing fiasco' 
in Toronto. The New Yorkers want to know 
what right a “foreigner” like Hepburn has 
to call Max Baer a bum. Not likely is it, 
however, that Baer ever again will have a 
chance to be called a bum after a fight in a 
Toronto ring, for it is not likely he ever again 
will have a chance to enter the squared ring 
in the Queen City. Certainly all who saw the 
fight agree with the premier in calling it a 
fake. 


NEWSPAPER ADVERTISING SEEN 
TO BE INCREASING 

Newspaper advertising is generally 
aceepted as a barometer of business conditions 
and it is interesting to note that Printers’ Ink 
records an increase for the first nine months 
of this year of 9.4 per cent over 1935 and a 
gain in September of this year of 15.1 per cent. 
That also shows that advertisers are contin¬ 
uing to regard the newspaper as the best 
advertising means, which is the result of expe? 
ience.

"The Lord is displeased with the disobed¬ 
ience of females whose thoughts are on van¬ 
ities and on personal adornment.

DEFINITE CHALLENGE ISSUED 
TO PREMIER ABERHART 


Premier Aberhart, talking of licensing 
newspapers, a proposal by the way which has 
been rejected by his followers, is fond of 
talking of misrepresentation and lies by the 
press of Alberta. Some people may have 
believed such statements, but it is interesting 
to note that he continues to refuse to prove 
or to specify such charges. Mr. H. T. Halli- 
well, president of the Alberta Provincial 
division of the Canadian Weekly Newspaper 
Association, has made public the following 
letter addressed to the premier, which, so 
far, has not been acknowledged, which may 
be regarded as a fair statement of the case: 

“On October 10, a copy of a resolution was for¬ 
warded to yOu from the annual convention of 
Alberta division of the Canadian Weekly News¬ 
papers’ Association, urging you to take action against 
newspapers which you accused of telling lies in con¬ 
nection with your policies. 

“So far no acknowledgment has been received 
of this resolution. But Instead you continue your 
misrepresentations over the radio against all news¬ 
papers, when the way is open, to you to effect a 
remedy without ' inflaming public opinion in an 
unjustlfibale manner against newspaper publishers, 
who on the whole are keenly interested in good gov¬ 
ernment as all other citizens. 

“An opportunity presented itself for you to meet 
the publishers when they recently met in Calgary, 
'both by invitation fully a month ahead of their meet¬ 
ing, and again during the convention, when you were 
staying in the Palllser Hotel on October 9-10. Tliat 
this opportunity was not taken advantage of cer¬ 
tainly is not the fault of the publishers. 

“Yoiur attacks on the press as a whole are grossly 
inconsistent with the facts, for the great majority 
of weekly newspapers have given fair and accurate 
news reports of all Social Credit activities, have 
maintained the dignity of the office of Premier and 
have extended the some courtesies to your party as 
to other political parties. They maintain they have 
the right to express their editorial opinions just as 
freely as your opinions are expressed over the radio, 
and the newspaper columns of all newspapers have 
been open to those who wish to write letters to the 
press, both Social Orediters and those opposed to your 
theories. 

‘,T trust you will either refrain from your con¬ 
tinued misrepresentation of the press or take definite 
action against those newspapers which you claim are 
telling lies.” 

If Mr. Aberhart has been misrepresented 
or lies told about his campaign or about him¬ 
self, why doesn’t he cite specific cases, or, as 
Mr. Halliwell suggests, take action against 
the offending newspapers? A definite chal¬ 
lenge has been issued to the Alberta premier 
and he ought to answer —if he can.

MORE BARRIERS REMOVED FROM 
INTERNATIONAL TRADE 

Canadians will applaud the new Canadian 
German trade treaty, if it does what is pre¬ 
dicted of it, and brings about a more favor¬ 
able balance of trade between the two coun¬ 
tries.

Cell To Study Barred Lives 


Discover inmates consider 
prison “old man’s home” 
outside solitary 

DBS MOINES, Iowa, Oct. 28—(AP) 
—A Nebraska district court judge 
who served a lO-aay "term” in tne 
Iowa prison at Fort Madison, told 
the Iowa Board of Control life in 
a prison cell was not as horrible as 
‘■most people, imagine.” 

His son, a University of Nebraska 
law student who “served” 15 days 
with his father, added in a separ¬ 
ate report that: ‘‘The attitude of 
the prisoners can be summed up in 
a statement made by one convict, 
who said: 

“ Tf you are out of isolation, you 
have it soft, ‘cause, hell, this place 
is just an old man’s home.’ ” 

The judge, Harry D. Landis of 
Seward, Neb., and his son, Frank 
persuaded officials to commit them 
to the prison as a ‘‘social experi¬ 
ment.” 

They spent the customary first 
three days In “solitary-” Judge Lan¬ 
dis was then put to work in the 
prison chair factory and in the kit¬ 
chen. His son loaded clay. 

“The cells are comfortable,” 
Judge Landis wrote In his report. 
“They are well equipped, have con¬ 
nections for radio headphones, elec¬ 
tric lights, good beds, and the in¬ 
mates may smoke, work, study and 
read within reasonable hours.”

PORT COLBORNE. Oct. 28 — 
That the steel Hydro towers were 
inadequately safeguarded, that the 
line should have been de-energlzed 
immediately after the alarm bell 
sounded, and that better danger 
signs should be applied, was the 
rider attached to the accidental 
death verdict returned yesterday by 
a Coroner’s jury, under Coroner Dr. 
G. N. Black, investigating the death 
on Oct. 19 of Ralph Fuaco. 

The IS-year-old Port Colborne 
youth climbed a newly constructed 
steel tower line carrying 12,0-00 volts 
and died of shock and bums he re¬ 
ceived. 

Chief Constable Fred Davies 
showed a Hydro danger sign, re- 
nioved from the tower on Davis 
Street, up which the youth climbed 
I to his death. The sign was some¬ 
what battered. In answer to a 
((uestion of Crown Attorney H W. 
Macoomb. K.C., Chief Davies agreed 
that the letters did not contrast 
with the baclqjround of the sign 
and that the signs on the two ad¬ 
jacent poles were in worse condi¬ 
tion. 

Letters Defaced 

The letters were defaced and 
generally obliterated, the Chief 
Constable agreed with the Coroner. 

John Morris, Hydro foreman in 


charge of the construction of the 
steel tower lino which replaced an¬ 
other wooden pole supplying the 
International Nickel Company, 
stated that the power had been 
turned Into the steel tower line 
only that day. Workmen had 
completed the tower in question, on 
that day and changed the line over 
from the wooden pole line. 

The danger signal on the tower 
was once taken from the old pole 
and was only temporarily on tiie 
tower, there being no new signs in 
stock. He showed to the jury a 
white enamel sign with red and 
black lettering and much larger 
than the one taken from the pole 
which he said would be installed 
on the towers of this high-voltage 
line. 

Alarm Belt Heard 

R. H. Whatley, transfonner sta¬ 
tion operator, stated the bell at his 
station had rung at 6.58 p.m., Indi¬ 
cating a short circuit on Line 6, 
supplying the International Nickel 
Company, just 21 minutes after the 
power had been switched Into this 
new line. He had notified the com¬ 
pany substation to switch hack to 
another line and had then cut the 
power on the short-circuited line. 
The power was cut at 6.05 p.m., he 
said, seven minutes after the alarm 
bell had sounded. 

Asked what damage would havo 
been done had he cut the line Im¬ 
mediately the hell sounded, he said 
that 75 per cent, of the Internation¬ 
al Nickel Company power would 
have been cut ott.

- enora de Palencia, whose mo¬ 
ther was Scottish, declared that 
there is n-llgious liberty in Spain 
for Catholics and Protestants and 
there has been no religious perse¬ 
cution by the Republic. Admitting 
th:.t some churches have been de¬ 
stroyed, Senora de Palencia de¬ 
clared that many of the edifices 
i. -c veritable fortresses from which 
shots were fired upon the people. 
Churches where no arms have been 
found have r been damaged or 
destroyed, she declared. 

Strongly protesting the importa¬ 
tion of Moorish tribesmen from 
North Africa Senora de Palencia 
said they are in the pay of the 
Spanish army, to keep peace in Mo¬ 
rocco and have gone into Spain to 
fight against Christian people in 
the pay of Spanish rebels and are 
pillaging and ravaging the country 
without protest by the rebel leaders. 

“The Spanish nation is not go- 

•g to give in” Senoiv de Palencia 
declared emphatically. But, even 
If the present rebellion is success¬ 
ful the leaders will be shot and 
the robels will have no leaders. 

The former Minister of Educa¬ 
tion, Senor -Domingo, president of 
the Left Wing Republican party 
said through the interpreter that 
he didn’t know i •’tch was doing 
the most harm to Spain, “the shots 
Inside the comitry or the falsehoods 
outside created by the rebels to 
justify the rebellion.” 

‘They call us “Reds,” Commun¬ 
ist, anarchists and apostates, wher¬ 
ever we go. They are calling us 
everything they can to destroy our 
personality and keep us from tell¬ 
ing the truth. We are none of 
these things. I firmly believe that 
if Christ came back to earth He 
would walk hand in hand with 
Father Sarsola, speak the things 
he is saying and defend the things 
he is defending.” 

Senor Domingo declared that the 
Republic has not persecuted the 
church, but, it lias prevented the 
church front perse, uting the re¬ 
public. The Republic has not per¬ 
secuted the church, army, or wealth, 
0 . nationalized banks and industry 
but it has relieved from destitution 
many Sp -iish people and taken 
property from those who got It 
from the state and were not en¬ 
titled to it. 

Dispatches about the rebellion 
have been distorted Senor Domingo 
said and the uprising has been 
shown to the world as a legiti- 
n.r.t movement. 

The declaration of neutrality by 
the powers of Europe, he called a 
“judicial monstroclty.” 

“There Isn’t a Communist regime 
in Spain and ‘ there isn’t going to 
be a Communist regime,” Domingo 
sr.id It was pomted out that there 
are two Communist members in the 
Cab^t of flfteer. 

Sixty per cent of the people of 
Spain are illiterate and thousands 
of the villages are wl.'-.out schools, 
Senor Domingo said. Among those 
attending the schotls are many who 
are not qualified through intelli¬ 
gence but because of wealth. He 
organized a five-year plan to build 
27,000 schools to give employment 
to the idle teachers and reduce the 
illiteracy among the people of the 
nation. In the first year and a 
half 7,000 schools were opened. 

There were “two Spains” he said. 
One section — y.-lencic, Madrid, 
Barcelona, was progressive and Re¬ 
publican. The other, Castille, for 
instance, was backward. These 
b-ri-../ard portions were not dom¬ 
inated by the ribcls, merely sub¬ 
dued. 

“Anarchy is an army of rebels 
against a legitimate government,” 
There is no greater anarchy that 
that which the forces calling them¬ 
selves Conservative are doing to « 
legitimate government,” he said. 

Li Europe, he said, tlaere were 
two class-s of nations. The one 
class was doing everything poss¬ 
ible to provoke war, the other was 
doing everything possible to avoid 
it. Spain, he said, was a victim of 
these diffegrent opinions. What was 
goin.' on in Spain was a danger 
to every n- tion. “If the Spanish 
democracy were to die, and die 
without protest, it would be a sign 
that the democracies of other na¬ 
tions would die also.”

Cleric says unmjurried women 
as well married, should 
have information > 


EAfilVIEW. Ont., Oct. 28.—(CP) 
—Hearing of the single count again¬ 
st Dorothea Palmer, advertising 
contraceptives and birth control 
information in Bastview, continued 
today. 

Rev. C. B. Silcox described as “an 
unneccessary delimitation” the pol¬ 
icy ascribed to the Parents’ Infor¬ 
mation Bureau of Kitchener for 
which Miss Palmer worked, of 
providing contraceptives and infor¬ 
mation to married women only. 

He said he felt such information 
should be available to all women 
to permit them to make sexadjust- 
menta at the start of thetr married 
life. 

He believed it was advisable in 
some instances to give at least the 
information to luunarried women in 
order to oomibat illegitimacy, saying 
at least five per cent of live births 
In Ontario were illegitimate. 

HJegltimacy, he said, was becom¬ 
ing an Increasingly serious social 
and economic problem. He also 
thought the question of giving such 
information to unmarried women 
should be left to the social worker’s 
discretion. 

A margin of error should be per¬ 
mitted, be said, for mistakes were 
almost bound to arise as they did in 
medicine, sociology and other scien¬ 
ces. Giving 5uc4i information to 
prostitutes, he said, “might be a 
waste of money" or “it might do 
stane good-’’ 

Freedom Morality’s Essence 
"I feel that all women should 
have the right to the best possible 
Information on this subject,” he 
went on, “and that what they do 
with it should rest with themselves 
because freedom of action la me 
essence of morality.’’ 

He instanced the Invention some 
years ago by Viennese prostitutes of 
a c»ntraceptive which caused can¬ 
cer. It would have been better In 
his view to have made available to 
them a sound method of contracep¬ 
tion. 

A great deal of illegitimacy was 
due to feeble-mindedness of the 
mother, he claimed. In Canadian 
mental hospitals were numerous 
girls, physically attractive but con¬ 
fined because they presented a seri¬ 
ous problem to those seeking to 
oomibat iUegitimacy. 

Cbntraception, he said, might 
make it possible to release these 
girls if they would use it It would 
be a possible substitute for sterll- 
lation. 

"I feel,’’ he said “That the whole 
program of modem society as to sex 
education is lamentable and I think 
it is a normal part of the training 
that should be given to every wo¬ 
man in virtue of the fact that she 
is a woman. As a moi-al being she 
should then leam to use the infor¬ 
mation. 

liauguage Qu^tion 
Even couples who Iiave the means 
to bring up large families should 
have birth-control knowledge, he 
said, but they should also be taught 
their “racial responsibility,” regard¬ 
ing children. 

Further, he said, they might find 
some reason why they should not 
have children for some time or at 
all. 

The language question, Mr. Silcox 
said, presented a problem to social 
workers who were required to use 
their common sense in overcoming 
it because of the financial impossi¬ 
bility of providing interpreters,. 

Control Held Positive 
M!r. Silcox said he saw no reason 
W'liy subjects of social service worK 
should be allowed to see their own 
case records. 

“Tf I was making a case history of 
the people in this room," he said 
amid laughter, “I don't think 
I would like Uiera to see what I had 
WTitten down." 

He explained however, a great 
proportion of the information ob¬ 
tained by tlie clinics was for purr 
poses of scientific statistics. 

In cross-examination ne told 
Crowm Attorney Raoul Mercier it 
w'ould be necessaiT for every Can¬ 
adian mother to have “about 3.2 
children,’’ to maintain the populat¬ 
ion at its present level. He remark¬ 
ed however, immigration and mig¬ 
ration were factors which upset 
calculations. 

“■What should be in your opinion 
the ideal size for a family in Can¬ 
ada under present circumstances’/’’ 
the crown attorney asked. 

“We can't answer this question 
without reference to the whole 
question of economic structure,” Mr. 
Silcox replied. 

He pointed to emigration of Can¬ 
adians to <he United States because 
they could not be absorbed tnio 
Canada’s economy. 

“Birth control,” he said, “is not 
negative. It is positive,” he added 
it provided for “proper spacing," of 
children and that he could conceive 
of the population increasing under 
birth control k.ystem. He drew at¬ 
tention to conditions in the Neth¬ 
erlands whei-e contraception was 
legal and the birthrate was higher 
than in adjoining Belgium wnere 
It was illegal. 

He acknowledged the effect of 
birth-control “Might, but w’ould not 
necessarily,” cause a reduction in 
the population.

Commodore Sir Edgar Britten 
suddenly stricken at age 
of sixty-two 

SOUTHAMPTON, Oct .2»-(AP)— 
Commodore Sir Edgar Britten, com¬ 
mander of the British Queen of the 
Sfeas, B.MH. Queen Mary, died to¬ 
day, a few hours after he wa« strick¬ 
en by paralysis- He was 62 years old. 

Sir Edgar suffered the stroke Just 
before the Queen Mary was due to 
leave for New York. Captain R. V. 
Peel assumed command while Sir 
Edgar was taken to a nursing home, 
where he died. ‘ 

Sir Edgar entered the service of 
the Cunrad Lines in 1901 and was 
appointed commodore of the Oun- 
ard-Whlte Star lines in 1935. 

He first went to sea in sail in 
1892, as a youth of 18, serving his 
apprenticeship for command nearly 
half a century later of the world’s 
fastest trans-Atlantic liner. 

He was commissioned in the Royal 
Naval Reserve in 1902 and was 
created a knight by the late King 
George in 1934.

OTTAWA IS COLD

EDMONTON, Oct. 28—(CPi—Ap¬ 
plication of the Alberta Government 
for a loan of $3,500,(X)0 to redeem 
Provincial bonds awaited action of 
Bank of Canada officials today. 
The application went forward yes¬ 
terday from the office of Provincial 
Treasurer Cockroft. 

The money would be used to pay 
in full $3,200,000 In Alberta bonds 
defaulted last April and make pos¬ 
sible redemption of another issue of 
$1,200,000 due Nov. 1. Because of 
the urgency of the situation, the 
Provincial Treasurer expects a re¬ 
ply today from Governor Graham 
Towers of the bank—least one 
relating to the issue falling due In 
three days.

Three Killed in Glasgow 

Three people, Including a woman 
and a child, were fatally injured 
at Glasgow. S<»res were reported 
injured throughout the United 
Kingdom of Ireland, ■with property 
damage heavy.

Sever¬ 
al storm-lashed airports reported 
heavy losses.

MONTREAL, Oct. 28—(CP)— 
Word of the death in England of 
Sir Newton Moore, lormer Presia- 
ent of Dominion Steel and Ooai 
Ckirporation, was received today at.
